car. 
As a result the railroad tram p evil 
grows year by year. Signals are reck­ 
lessly 
tam pered 
with, 
trains 
are 
stoned, trainm en are assaulted or in­ 
tim idated. 
The result is that tram ps w ander 
freely along tile railroads. 
They go 
from one end to the other 
of 
some 
lines by paying fifty cents to a train ­ 
man. 
A dispatch from San B ernar­ 
dino a few days ago, told how ninety- 
three tram ps on their annual w inter 
tour toward Los Angeles, overpowered 
a crew, and operated a freight train 
running across the Majave desert. 
Tile free freight car ride has come 
to seem so easy that many workmen 
steal rides to and from their 
jobs. 
Frequently they are hurt as the result 
of risks. 
One more is added to the 
burden of cripples that some one has 
to support. 
Tile tram p infested railroads could 
be rid of this nuisance if the towns 
along th e 
route 
would 
co-operate. 
N othing is gained by moving a vagrant 
on to the next town. It simply means 
th at his place is taken by another one, 
moved on from the town next on the 
other side. 
A seutencfe at hard labor lias a won­ 
derfully enlightening 
effect 
on 
the 
vagrant mind. 
Confinement may not 
be irksom e in the winter season. Many 
tram ps regularly commit some trifling 
offense at this time of year, in order 
to get a warm bed within four brick 
walls until spring. 
But regular work with the prison 
gang is like severe 
pain 
to 
these 
gypsies. 
Next time that town is given 
a wide berth.

are to be placed Lo a perm anent Investment. Ma­ 
turities of discounted bills the board holds should 
he well distributed so that a reserve bank should be 
in a position to liquidate one-third of all its invest­ 
ments within thirty days. 
Bills presented for re­ 
discount should be 
“essentially 
self 
liquidating.” 
which, the board explained, means th at they should 
represent some distinct step in the productive or 
distributing process and be of such character th at 
it is reasonably sure th at they can be eolected a t 
maturity. 
In addition to these principles the board requires 
that such paper be indorsed by the member bank 
offering it for re-discount; that the indorser bank 
waive demand notice and protest; that such paper 
be issued o r draw n for agricultural, industrial or 
commercial purposes or the proceeds of which have 
been so used; th a t if in the form of acceptances they 
must be based on transactions involving the im por­ 
tation or exportation of goods, and have a m aturity 
of not longer than three months. 
Acceptance m ust be indorsed by a mem ber bank 
and the total am ount offered by any member bank 
shall not exceed one-half its paid-up capital and sur­ 
plus. 
The aggregate of paper bearing the indorse­ 
ment of any person, corporation or firm re-discounted 
for any one bank shall not ut any time exceed IO 
per cent of the unim paired capital and surplus, this 
not to apply to bills of exchange drawn against ac­ 
tually existing values. 
Paper draw n for trade in stocks and securities 
will not be acceptable, nor will such paper draw n 
for “merely investm ents,” and the Board, interprets 
this phraseology of the Jaw to exclude paper, the 
proceeds of which may be used iii investm ents in 
land, plant m achinery, perm anent im provem ents, or 
transactions of sim ilar nature. Tile purchase of com­ 
modities for m erely speculative purposes would con­ 
stitute a “m ere investm ent" in Hie eyes of the Board 
and be excluded. 
The board also announced that for the present it 
has fixed tho lim it which a reserve bank may redis­ 
count paper “for agricultural purposes or based on 
live stock” having not more than six m onths m atur­ 
ity, at 25 per cent of the capital of Hie bank. 
This 
limit may be increased in agricultural districts in 
time of need. 
In its discussion of two and one-naino paper, the 
board announced th at it is hoped to establish a cen­ 
tral credit bureau for the benefit of all reserve banks 
in which Hie financial record of Hie big borrowing 
corporation, grins and individuals will be kept. 
The circular disclosed the conditions th a t have 
arisen here and throughout the world through the 
war, and gave 
some 
insight 
into 
the 
economic 
changes which m ight he expected as a result. 
Con­ 
tinuing the circular bays:. 
“It should be borne in mind that although our ex- 
ports are showing a gratifying increase, th ere is 
still a large cash balance due to European countries 
for which gold may be demanded and th a t a large 
quantity of American securities held abroad may be 
returned to the United S tates; while on the other 
hand more than $300,000,000 of emergency currency 
must lie gradually retired. 
No one can estim ate the 
duration of the w ar or predict what will be the Anan- 
elal or com m ercial conditions when peace shall be 
restored. 
O ur own industrial development has been 
greatly facilitated by foreign capital, aud we have 
been accustom ed to borrow large sums annually In 
Europe and to sell American securities there, which 
attracted foreigners because of their higher rate of 
return com pared with European investm ents. 
It is 
probable th a t a t the end of the war interest rates 
in Europe will be higher than they have been in the 
past, and g reater Investm ent returns will be yielded. 
The treninedous destruction tof property and waste 
of capital will not only cheek the How of European 
savings to the United. States, but may dispose for­ 
eign depositors to return the securities they now 
hold. 
Lower money rates In this country would be 
likely to accentuate this tendency while, on the other 
hand, higher interest rales and large investm ent re­ 
turns on our side would check it. 
“The function of the Federal Reserve banks is, 
therefore, of a two-fold character. 
They should ex­ 
tend credit facilities particualrly where the abnor­ 
mal conditions now prevailing have created em er­ 
gencies dem anding prompt accommodations, and on 
the other hand, they must protect the gold holdings 
of this country, in order th at such holdings may re­ 
main adequate to meet, demands th at may be made 
upon them . W hile credit facilities should be liberally 
extended In some parts of (lie country, It would ap­ 
pear advisable to proceed with caution In districts 
not in need of immediate relief, and to aw ait the 
effect of the release of reserves and of the change* 
which the credit mechanism of the country is about 
to experience before establishing a definite discount 
policy." 


Monday next the new Federal Reserve Banking 
System becomes operative. 
The Federal Reserve 
Board lias outlined a liberal policy and has made 
public the regulations which will govern. 
The plan 
of operations agreed upon at the recent conference 
of directors and governors of the tw elve regional 
banks with the Federal Reserve Board in W ashing­ 
ton does not contem plate Hie exercise for the pres­ 
ent of all the functions conferred upon them by the 
law. 
The policy fixed by the board is as liberal 
as requirem ents of safety permit. 
Single as well as 
double name palier is admitted to rediscount with 
the Federal Reserve Banks. 
The Board attaches 
importance to its decision that until January IG It 
shall not be required that a statem ent of condition 
accompany each bill sold to a reserve bank. 
The 
rate of rediscount was not announced but Hie rate 
will not be uniform in all the banks. 
The plan 
agreed upon is as follows: 
Acceptance of deposits of reserves from mem ber 
banks. 
Discount of bills of exchange and com m ercial 
paper. 
Acceptance of deposits of cheeks draw n by mem­ 
ber banks on any reserve bauk or mem ber bank in 
a reserve or central reserve city within th eir Fed­ 
eral Reserve districts. 
Other flowers may be called into play as the es­ 
tablishment of safe and efficient organizations per­ 
mits. 
Governor Hamlin of the Federal R eserve Board 
in his statem ent outlining the policy of tile bank 
says: 
“In view of the impending opening of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks the Federal Reserve Board deems 
it proper to outline in this circular, in broad, general 
terms, the discount policy which it believes might 
lie pursued to advantage by the Federal Reserve 
banks ut the outset. 
■'While the m ost acute stage of the recent finan­ 
cial emergency appears to have passed, the condi­ 
tions in other countries make it necessary th a t the 
Baited States should to the utm ost degree of effi­ 
ciency organize and make available its own re­ 
sources. 
“Tile Federal Reserve Board bas the right to de­ 
termine or define character of paper eligible for dis­ 
count to wit, notes, drafts and bills of exchange 
arising out of actual commercial transactions. 
“M aturities of discounted bills should be well dis­ 
tributed. 
It is the well-established practice of Eu­ 
ropean reserve banks to invest only in obligations 
maturing within a short time. 
The Federal R eserve 
Dunks should be in position to liquidate 'whenever 
such a course is necessary substantially one-third of 
all their investm ents within a period of thirty days. 
“ Bills should be essentially self liquidating. 
“Safety require bills held by the Federal Reserve 
banks should be of such character it is reasonable 
certain th at they eau be collected when they ma­ 
ture. 
“It is deemed essential a statem ent of conditions 
be attached to each bill when sold to a Federal Re­ 
serve bank. 
It is, however, thought advisable by 
the board to require that on and after January IS, 
191", no paper shall be discounted or purchased by 
Federal Reserve banks that does not bear on its 
lace evidence that it is eligible for rediscount. 
“For Hie tim e being certified accountants’ state­ 
ments will not be required. This m atter is reserved 
tor regulation at a later date.” 
In Its circular Hie board gave the long-expected 
definition of commercial paper, which is to be the 
life blood of the new system, the basis for the new 
Federal Reserve currency and the m eans by which 
the nation s circulating medium is expected to meet 
the expansions and contradictions of trad e and in­ 
dustry. 'Hie definition of commercial paper is broad 
ami relies, to a large degree, upon the language of 
the currency act. 
The board declined a t present 
to discuss Hie question of double and single name 
commercial paper. 
It did make it exceedingly clear, 
iiowever, th at it had a preference for the two-name 
sort, aud left no room for the authorities of the 
banks to doubt th at it expected careful inquiry into 
oue-name paper presented to them for rediscount. In 
defining comm ercial paper the board announced cer­ 
tain basic principles. In brief they are: 
That no bill shall be admitted to rediscount by a

Financial Conditions Improving 
' 
In its monthly letter reviewing conditions throug- 
out the country the American N ational Bank of San 
Francisco has this to say: 
“Financial conditions throughout the country show 
some improvement, and rates for comm ercial paper 
have declined from the high figures of a few weeks 
ago. 
There is a more hopeful feeling am ong inves­ 
tors, and some demand for high-grade securities. 
It is well to remember, however, th a t the stock ex­ 
changes are still closed, banks in all the leading 
cities of the country, except those of the Pacific 
Coast, are yet on a clearing-house basis in their 
illa tio n s with each other, and there is in circula­ 
tion 350 millions of dollars of em ergency currency 
which ultim ately m ust be retired. 
U ntil these fac­ 
tors are removed, normal conditions will not return, 
and a certain degree of prudence in business mat­ 
ters is advisable. 
Particularly should extravagance 
of every sort be discouraged, w hether personal, cor­ 
porate, municipal or national. 
“Preparations are being made for the opening, at 
an early date, of the regional reserve banks, which 
are expected to have a steadying influence upon the 
financial affairs of the country, and render coopera­ 
tion among the banks 
easier 
of 
accomplishment. 
. B anks in the Twelfth D istrict have reason for grati­ 
fication in the selection of Mr. John P errin as chair­ 
m an of the board of directors of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of San Francisco, Mr. Claud Gatch as 
deputy chairman, and Mr. Archibald C. R ains as 
governor of the bank. 
All of these men are widely 
experienced in banking affairs, and the regional 
bank in their hands will be conducted for the gen­ 
eral welfare and in the spirit intended by the law.” 


Foreign Crop Report 
G rain crops in the Old W orld are short of last 
y ear’s crops according to statistics compiled by the 
International Institute of A griculture a t Rome and 
cabled the United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. 
H ere are the figures: 
P russia—W heat production this year is estim ated 
a t 91,000,000 bushels or 85 per cent of last year’s 
crop, while rye production is 334,000,000 bushels or 
90.C per cent; oats 410,000,000 bushels or 90.7 per 
cent and barley 82,000,000 or 81.2 per cent. 
A siatic Russia (ten governm ents)—W heat produc­ 
tion is estim ated at 121,000,000 bushels or 87.7 per 
cent of last year’s crop; rye 30,000,000 bushels or 
103.1 per cent of last yeaj; oats 122,000,000 bushels 
or 90.6 per cent. 
Japan—Rice crop is estim ated 13 per cent greater 
than last year, the present crop being 87,808,000,000 
pounds. 
This year’s crop in the northern hem isphere were 
estim ated : 
W heat (twenty-one countries) 2,697,000,000 bushels 
abotyt 8 per cent less than last year’s production. 
Rye, 1,478,000,000 bushels, about 6 per cent less. 
Barley, 1,164,000,000 bushels, about IO per cent 
less. 


What Mining Industry Produces 
"For every man employed in the m ining interest 
in Arizona $10,000 was produced and for every man, 
woman and child in the State $1000 was produced 
from the mines last year.’’ 
These calculations are 
m ade by tile Florence, Arizona, Blade-Tribune. Con­ 
tinuing that paper says: 
“In the last few years, the federal and state gov­ 
ernm ents have, by wise expenditure or large sums 
of money for experim ental and developm ent pur­ 
poses, revolutionized farming, and have transform ed 
the drudgery of farming into a scientific, interesting 
and profitable industry. 
But, on the other hand, 
practically every advance made in the mining indus­ 
try has been through individual effort and a t private 
expense. 
“The federal and state governm ents have solved 
the problems for the farm er by teaching him to 
m anage the soil and in finding the enemies of his 
crops. 
He lias had great irrigating system s built 
for his benefit at public expense. 
I do not wish to 
be understood as criticising the large expenditures 
made by the nation and state for the farm er's bene­ 
fit, for results have dem onstrated the great wisdom 
of this course, but mining has not received the con­ 
sideration to which it is entitled. 
“The state owes more to the tniner than it can 
ever repay. 
Moreover, every dollar spent for the 
m ining industry is also of benefit to the farm er, 
m anufacturer and merchant. 
Arizona has not yet 
touched its mineral resources, and a wise expendi­ 
ture of funds for the encouragem ent and develop­ 
m ent of this industry will result eventually in tho 
pouring of more wealth into the state than has ever 
been produced heretoiore, and will more than main­ 
tain the standard th at Arizona has of being the 
leader of all the states of the Union in mining.” 


Argentine Bank of Agriculture 
A rgentine may have a Bank of A griculture if a 
m easure which has been introduced in the Chamber 
of Deputies becomes a law. 
According to advices 
from Buenos Ayres: 
“The special finance comm ittee of the Argentine 
Cham ber of Deputies has prepared its project for 
the cgeation of a Banco Agricola. 
The project pro­ 
vides th a t 15 days after tile prom ulgation of the 
law the Government shall deposit in the Caja de 
Conversion a bond for $100,000,000 gold and shall 
witfMiraw the equivalent of $50,000,000 gold in paper 
money a t the conversion rate iixed by law and hand 
it over to the Banco de la Nacion, which will lend 
it to cattle breeders, agriculturalists, and manufac­ 
tu rers who employ national raw m aterial in th eir 
m anufactures. 
Loans to breeders and farm ers shall 
be' made for five years with quarterly am ortization 
of 5 per cent and 6 per cent in terest per annum. 
Ixrnns to m anufacturers shall be for one year. 
The 
bank is to give preference to small loans and in no 
instance is any loan to exceed $50,000. 
Tile bank is 
to be authorized to grant loans 
on 
w arrants 
and 
agrarian properties. 
The balance of the bond is to 
be deposited in the Caja de Conversion for comply­ 
ing w ith later laws.

I though we w ere m ostly ignorant of 
I the rules of the game, we soon found 
! ourself as enthusiastic as the rest 
I of the bunch. In fact our qpthusiasm 
got so great, that we at 
one 
tim e 
found ourself madly cheering for a 
good piay m ade 
by 
the 
Pasadena 
boys. 
As we w ere on the Santa Anp. 
side of the track, and seeing no oth­ 
ers applauding around us, 
we 
saw 
right a t once we had got our foot in 
it. 
W edded ignorance, and were told 
to go aud sin no more. 
It Is surely 
a poor specim en of humanity th at can 
lace a happy and enthusiastic crowd 
of young, listen to their college yells 
and songs, and not feel 
enthusiasm 
creeping art over him. 
We were told 
that all the form er rough work of foot­ 
ball has been cut out, and at any rate, 
we see no harm In footDall as it is 
now played.”

maximum am ount of pxygen. It would 
mean th a t he* wouldn’t be compelled 
to tight in the smoke-choked atm os 
phere of an enclosed ring, which any 
medico w ill tell you would frequently 
prevent knockouts. 
The
